Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art is to Eldering (US Patent 6,298,348). Eldering discloses a consumer 
profiling system which can profile the consumer, provide access to the consumer profile in a 
secure manner. However, Eldering does not teach comparing the consumer's self-perceived 
consumption behavior profile with the consimier's actual behavior derived consumption profile, 
to identify consistencies and inconsistencies, and attributing a weighting to the consistencies and 
inconsistencies existing between the consumer's self-perceived consumption behavior profile 
with the consumer's actual behavior derived consumption profile as recited in claim 1 .
